The City of Austin will purchase a conservation casement on approximatefy 2,288 acres from the Lynn
Storm Family et al through Hill Country Conservancy (“HCC™). This conservation easement will be
acquired using part of the November 7, 2000 Bond Proposition #2 proceeds (Open Space).

The 2,288 acre Conservation Easement tract is Jocated in Hays County and is part of a 5,685 acre tract
known as the Storm Ranch. This tract is one of the three largest ranches in the Barton Spring Edwards
Aquifer region. Approximately 1,000 acres of the whole ranch drain to Cypress Creck and the
Guadalupe/Blanco basins.

The City’s funds are being leveraged by matching funds for a $3,981,833 million first phase acquisition.
The other additional matching funds are being provided by United States Fish and Wildlife Service
(USFWS). the Lower Colorado River Authority (LCRA) and the Houston Endowment Fund. Additional
funding will be needed to acquire a conservation easement on the remaining acreage.

The City’s contribution of $1,497,283 to the conscrvation eascment purchasc price is subject to the
current fair market value as determined by an independent appraiser prior to closing, being equal to or
greater than the agreed upon purchase price for the first phase acquisition.
